Conditions prevailing then were very 


much the same as today insofar as Eng- 
land being supreme upon the sea. The 
battle of Trafalgar had been fought in 
1805 and with it all formidable opposition 
to the union jack had been sunk. 


But Napoleon was able, nevertheless, 


to fit out privateers, slim, fast vessels 
•whose only salvation was in showing their 
heels 1o the English navy. And as the 
•war continued the orders of both France 
and England to America became more in- 
tolerable and contumacious. 


A pretty good idea of the situation may 


be found in the message Mr. Jefferson 
delivered to congress on December 3, 1805: 


"Our coasts have been infested and 


our harbors watched by private armed 


« 
vessels, some of them without com- 
missions, some with illegal commis- 
sions, others with those of legal form, 
but committing piratical acts beyond 
the authority of their commissions. 
They have captured in the very en- 
trance of our harbors, as well as on 
the high seas, not only the vessels of 
our friends coming to trade with us, 
but our own also. 
They have car- 


ried them off under pretense of legal 
adjudication; but not daring to ap- 
proach a court of justice, they have 
plundered and sunk them by the way, 
or in obscure places where no evi- 
dence could arise against them; mal- 
treated the crews and abandoned them 
in boats in the open sea or on desert 
shores without food or covering.'' 
Mr. Jefferson was not only a peace lov- 


ing man but committed to a policy of 
peace. 


How to act therefore, what to do to 


prevent these disasters to our people and 
yet to remain aloof from the war? 


Upon the recommendation of the Pres- 


ident congress passed a measure provid- 
ing that after November 15, 1806 we 
would not permit the importation of cer- 
tain British manufactured articles from 
any place. 


But Jess than a month after this act 


was passed a British warship fired upon 
an American coaster and killed a sailor. 
And the British continued to infest the 
Atlantic seaboard 
like 
pirates. 
Even 


American boats bent upon coastwise trade 
were stopped, searched and robbed and 
their crews treated literally like dogs. 


The historian Morse says: 


"The English policy was simple- 


since the Americans would not fight, 
they were the easier objects of plun- 
der. The French principle was respon- 
sive; since the Americans are to be 
robbed, we must share in the booty." 
And things continued to get worse, 


If ships did not comply with certain regu- 
lations the English cruisers captured them; 
but if the ships did comply with those 
regulations that made them outlaws un- 
der the French regulations and subject to 
seizure by French vessels. 


In June, 1807, the English warship 


Leopard fired a broadside into the Amer-

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THE EMBARGO OF 1807 


In his recent message to congress the 


President spoke about our embargo on an- 
other occasion of world conflict and the 
sad consequences that ensued from that 
mistaken effort at keeping clear of war. 


Of course any student of the subject 


will have to make many and great allow- 
ances because of the different conditions 
that prevail today over 1807. Neverthe- 
less our course through that exasperating 
struggle between England and Napoleon, 
each at times aided or abetted by Austria, 
Prussia, Russia and Italy, is not lacking 
in iseinfiilness by application of its lessons 
to the prevailing embargo.

And \vhat were the results? 
At first 


great popularity attended the measure. 
This is the customary reaction of the peo- 
ple to a pretty theory whose workings 
they have never figured out. 


But gradually public opinion changed 


and when the people saw how the pur- 
pose miscarried they sought to shift it 
from their tired shoulders. 


By the time it was four months of age 


Jefferson wrote to Levi Lincoln of Mass- 
achusetts: 


"The embargo appears to be ap- 


proved, even by the Federalists of ev- 
ery quarter except yours. The alter- 
native \vas between that and war, and 
in fact it is the last card we have 
to p'&y short of war." 
But three months later he wrote: 


"The day is not distant when war 


will be preferable to a longer continu- 
ance of the embargo." 
Massachusetts, in fact, threatened in- 


surrection. Its great industry of shipping 
lay idlo at the wharves. The Massachu- 
setts legislature condemned the law as 
"unjust, oppressive and unconstitutional.'1 


The governor of Connecticut refused to 


comply with the act and sent his legisla- 
ture a message breathing the spirit of 
nullification. 
Moreover, evasions of the 


law not only became frequent but also 
were countenanced by public opinion and 
attempted convictions could not be had 
before juries, an experience something 
like that the country later faced -under 
Prohibition. 


Before the law had been in force a 


vear Mr. Jefferson 
acknowledged that 


"the candid and liberal experiment has 
faded" and before he left office in March, 
1809, ha willingly signed a repeal.

All that the embargo had accomplished 


was harm to the American people. It had 
given some of our markets to England. 
It had brought us contempt and ridicule. 
Bonaparte with deep irony actually issued 
a decree for the seizure of all American 
ships found afloat, out of friendship, he 
said, for us in order to help Mr. Jefferson 
enforce the law against ship owners who 
wouldn't abide by it. 


If one reads Mr. Jefferson's arguments 


in favor of this embargo, his firm con- 
fidence that he had devised a means- to 
outwit warring nations, he is likely to see 
just about the same argument that is pre- 
sented in many quarters concerning the 
prevailing embargo. 


Nor is that at all unnatural. It is next 


to impossible to vision the tremendous 
harm, reaching back into every nook and 
corner of the country that can occur, and 
may therefore occur, by reason of an in- 
terference with normal channels of com- 
merce. 


Neither is it possible to find a scales 


that will adequately weigh the losses to 
our people when we assume an attitude 
in defiance of our material rights, and 
permit others to have business that would 
ordinarily come our way for the express 
purpose of gaining an end for ourselves 
impossible to gain. 


Todaj-, of course, we fear neither side 


in the pending war. If we do not rule 
the waves we may at least accurately say 
no one else does. 


It is probably extreme exaggeration 


to say that the present embargo will keep 
us out of war or get us into war or that 
its repeal will either keep us out or get 
us in. 


Just as it is likely close to accuracy to 


say that the only loss that hangs in the 
balance is the loss of business to which 
we are entitled and the loss of pride that 
may result to those who do foolish and 
futile things as they reach out for the 
moon.

Creative Mind Development 


Vital in School Training 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"Why teach children in preparation for a job when you cannot promise 


them" the job when they are through school?" 


To my way of thinking this attitude, one commonly held, betrays a 


fundamental mistake in the education of children. The schools should 
riot teach subjects. They should vise subjects to develop children's powers. 
At first glance that may seem like playing with words. It is something 
far more serious, reaching to the very heart of school administration. 
There is a world of difference between teaching a subject and develop- 
ing a child by means of that subject. 


It is possible to teach a child a trade and turn him out of high school 


with a trade training, and leave that child nerfectly helpless in a working 
world. That is what happens when the trade subjects, or any other of the 
school subjects, are taught without regard to their meaning, their effect, 
on the inner life of the child concerned. Two kinds of teaching are rep- 
resented here. The kind that teaches the subject, with only the passing 
mark and the certificate in mind, is the sort that sends helpless children 
out to almost certain failure. The kind that teaches the subject matter 
with the accent on its meaning to 
the individual child, with the view 
toward reaching the child's creative 
power in the learning and the do- 
ing, which sends out self-helping 
children, who have initiative enough 
to turn their power on whatever 
situation faces them. The equipment 
of the schools may be the same, but 
because the idea underlying them 
differs, their products will differ.

They send out children who 
do not expect to find a cut and 
dried world, a ready made plan for 
their fulfillment. Rather they ex- 
pect, even hope, to make the plan 
for themselves, ,to bend life to their 
needs. 


To my way of thinking the good 


school, whether it be a trade school 
or a general school, sends out chil- 
dren educated in spirit as well as in 
truths. The two must go together. 
Facts without insight make life sta- 
tionary. Facts, illumined by insight, 
bestowed by the grace of the crea- 
tive mind, make life an adventure 
whose end is peace. It is the idea 
that counts, first, last, always.

One of the news items which 


came across the Atlantic soon after 
the German army invaded Poland 
was one which seemed strange and 
fearfuL It was declared that Hit- 
ler's government had issued an or- 
der like this: 


"Any 
person in Germany -who 


listens to a short wave broadcast 
from abroad will be punished by 
losing- his radio set, or by being 
made to pay a fine. In extreme 
cases, where a person tells others 
-what he has heard over such a 
broadcast, he will be subject to 
the death penalty." 


If that report was true, it show- 


ti a strong effort to keen Germans 
from obtaining news from other 
countries. It was stated that ut> to 
the time of the new law, about 
1,000,000 Germans had been listen- 
ing to short-wave • broadcasts. The 
figure, however, could not have 
been much more than a rough es- 
timate. It may have been higher 
or lower. 


"Whatever the German govern- 


ment may do, it is likely there will 
be efforts of growing importance 
to reach the German people by 
broadcasting from other countries. 
The radio is one of the world's new 
"weapons." In a sense, it is a wea- 
pon of peace when used in this 
way—since men employ it to try 
to bring peace by spreading facts, 
or alleged facts, among the enemy. 


Prime Minister Chamberlain 


started 
broadcasting to Germany 


early in the present war. He de~- 
clared that 
Great Britain, was 


fighting the Nazi government, riot 
the German people. How many 
Germans heard him. we cannot say. 


Frenchmen also have made radio 


talks to Germany, telling the Ger- 
mans things which they said had 
been hidden by Hitler. On their 
side, German broadcasting stations 
have sent out messages in French, 
so Frenchmen could know -what 
Germany has to say about the war. 


Recently Cleveland had a con- 


vention of the German-American 
Leasue of Culture. This group has 
103,000 members,- and is not at all 
the same as the "bunds" of which 
we read from time to time. The 
members voted a resolution blam- 
ing Hitler for attacking Poland. 
The resolution added that Hitler's 
defeat would mean a victory for 
the "free and democratic" forces 
in Germany. 


Efforts were made to broadcast 


the message by short wave from 
several stations, including a secret 
station in 
Germany. People in 


Germany might be expected" to lis- 
ten to such a message with special 
interest—if they dared to listen 
and so break the law.
